It’s too late for the Edmonton Oil¬ 
ers to have a new downtown are¬ 
na for 2014, and having one by 
2015 is in jeopardy too, the Katz 
Group says. 

A statement issued Thursday 
by executive vice-president John 
Karvellas says the company needs 
to make a “veiy significant invest¬ 
ment by no later than Oct. 31, 
2011, to keep the project alive.” 

Since purchase rights for the 
land on 104 Avenue expire on 
Halloween and the Oilers’ lease at 
Rexall Place is up in less than 33 
months, a firm agreement from 
the city is needed by the end of 
next month, the statement says. 

“These and other factors cre¬ 


ate an unavoidable urgency to get 
something done,” it reads. 

Coun. Bryan Anderson says it 
makes sense for the city to buy 
the land, since the cost is likely 
to rise. But he doesn’t feel pres¬ 
sured by the deadline for a final 
deal. 

“I just don’t think that it can 
be done,” he said. “(The lease is) 
going to have to be extended.” 

Northlands, the operator of 
Rexall Place, “would be more 
than willing” to extend the 
team’s lease at Rexall beyond 
2014, spokesperson Cathy Kiss 
said. 

Karvellas acknowledged there 
is a $ 100-million funding gap and 
that a non-compete agreement 
from Northlands has yet to be 
resolved. But he said the non¬ 
compete is the city’s responsi-

The Obama administration 
is taking steps to extend 
new federal protections to a 
list of imperiled animals 
and plants that reads like a 
manifest for Noah’s Ark — 
from the melodic golden¬ 
winged warbler and slow- 
moving gopher tortoise, to 
the slimy American eel and 
tiny Texas kangaroo rat. 

Compelled by a pair of 
recent legal settlements, 
the effort in part targets 
species that have been 
mired in bureaucratic lim¬ 
bo even as they inch toward 
potential extinction. 

With a Friday deadline to 
act on more than 700 pend¬ 
ing cases, the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service already has 
issued decisions advancing 
more than 500 species to¬ 
ward potential new protec¬ 
tions under the Endangered 
Species Act. 

Observers said the 
agency’s actions mark a 
breakthrough for a pro¬ 
gram long criticized by con¬ 
servatives and liberals alike 
as cumbersome and slow. 


“Here at a single glance, 
you see the sweep of the 
Endangered Species Act,” 
said Patrick Parenteau, an 
environmental law profes¬ 
sor at the University of Ver¬ 
mont. “They are moving 
through this large backlog 
at a fairly crisp clip now. 
This is the largest number 
of listing actions we’ve seen 
in a very long time, in 
decades.” 

Also among species that 
advanced for further con¬ 
sideration are 35 snails 
from Nevada’s Great Basin, 
82 crawfish from the South¬ 
east, 99 Hawaiian plants 
and a motley cast of butter¬ 
flies, birds, fish, beetles, 
frogs, lizards, mussels and 


more from eveiy comer of 
the country. 

Some have languished 
for decades on a “candidate 
list” of species the govern¬ 
ment says warrant protec¬ 
tion but that it lacks the 
resources to help. 

The fluny of recent ac¬ 
tion could help revive Oba¬ 
ma’s standing among 
wildlife advocates upset 
over the administration’s 
support for taking grey 
wolves off the endangered 
list in the Northern Rockies 
and Upper Great Lakes, 
among other issues. 

But it also comes amid a 
backlash in Congress 
against the 37-year-old en- 
dangered-species program. 


Most of the deci¬ 
sions made under 
the current settlements 
are preliminary. So far 
only 12 new animals 
and plants have 
reached the final step 
and been added to the 
almost 1,400 species on 
the government’s 
threatened and endan¬ 
gered list. 

Earlier this year, citing re¬ 
strictions against develop¬ 
ment and other activities. 
Republicans unsuccessfully 
sought to strip the federal 
budget of money to list new 
species as threatened or en¬ 
dangered.

Rescuing species from the brink 
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Tweets offer glimpse into mood patterns 


Twitter confirms it: People 
tend to wake up in a good 
mood and are happiest on 
weekends. 

The fast-paced forum is 
offering scientists a peek at 
real-time, presumably little- 
filtered human behaviour 
and thoughts. Cornell Uni¬ 
versity researchers turned 
to the microblog to study 
mood and found a pretty 
consistent pattern. 

The researchers analyzed 
English-language tweets 
from 2.4 million people in 
84 countries, more than 
500 million of the brief, 
conversation-like ex¬ 

changes sent over two 


years. They used a comput¬ 
er program that searched 
for words indicating posi¬ 
tive mood — happy, enthu¬ 
siastic, brilliant — or 
negative mood — sad, anx¬ 
ious, fear. 

What they found: Unless 
you’re a night owl, a posi¬ 
tive attitude peaks early in 
the morning and again near 
midnight, but starts to dip 
midmoming before rising 
again in the evening. 

Aha, you might think, 
going to work and related 
hassles like traffic explain 
that pattern. After all, there 
was more positive tweeting 
on the weekend. 


Twitter tales 


^ The researchers also exam¬ 
ined tweets in the United 
Arab Emirates, where Fri¬ 
day and Saturday are con¬ 
sidered the weekend. Sure 
enough, they found the 
same daily pattern, even 
though the workday tends 
to begin earlier there than 
in the West, and the same 
weekend pattern. 

► There are cautions about 
studying Twitter postings: 
Their authors tend to be 
younger, and may be more 
affluent and better educat¬ 
ed than average. 


Work-related stress may 
play some role but it can’t 
explain why that same mid¬ 
day dip occurs on the week¬ 
end, too, said lead 
researcher Scott Colder, a 
Cornell graduate student. 

Instead, the pattern 
probably is due to the ef¬ 
fects of sleep and our 24- 
hour biological clock, the 
so-called circadian rh34hms 
that signal when it’s time to 
sleep and to wake. Colder 
and Cornell sociologist 
Michael Macy reported. 
Their study appears in Fri¬ 
day’s edition of the journal 
Science.

O U.S. ponders ramping up security on border with fences and other barriers 


The Opposition is blasting 
a “stupid” U.S. government 
proposal to build fences 
along the border with 
Canada to help keep out 
terrorists and other crimi¬ 
nals. 

“The American people 
don’t see us as a threat,” 


said Joe Comartin, the New 
Democrat justice critic. 
“When you get their securi¬ 
ty agencies just going off 
on this kind of a tangent... 
well, quite frankly, it just 
makes me angry.” 

The U.S. Customs and 
Border Protection agency 


has proposed the use of 
“fencing and other barri¬ 
ers” on the 49th parallel to 
manage “trouble spots 
where passage of cross-bor¬ 
der violators is difficult to 
control.” 

The border service is al¬ 
so pondering options in¬ 


cluding a beefed-up techno¬ 
logical presence through 
increased use of radar, sen¬ 
sors, cameras, drones and 
vehicle scanners.

U.S. court 

tosses 

lawsuit 

A U.S. federal appeals court 
refused Thursday to decide 
the constitutionality of the 
militaiy’s now-repealed 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” policy 
banning openly gay troops, 
sa 5 dng the issue has been 
resolved since Americans 
can enlist and serve in the 
armed forces without re¬ 
gard to sexual orientation. 

A three-judge panel of 
the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco 
tossed out a lawsuit that 
had challenged the militaiy 
policy as a violation of gay 
service members’ civil 
rights. 


In doing so, the appeals 
court also dismissed a 
Southern California trial 
judge’s year-old ruling that 
the policy was unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

The gay-rights group Log 
Cabin Republicans filed the 
lawsuit in 2004 challenging 
the policy. The group re¬ 
cently argued the “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” should re¬ 
main in effect because fu¬ 
ture administrations and 
lawmakers could reintro¬ 
duce a ban on gay service. 

The panel specifically re¬ 
jected Log Cabins’ assertion 
that the appeals court 
should decide the 
underlying constitutional 
issues to prevent future lim¬ 
itations or outright bans on 
militaiy service by gay 
and lesbian Americans.

Hugh Jackman must be the 
envy of his drama school’s 
graduating class. Between 
the opening of Real Steel 
this weekend and the end 
of 2013 he’ll star in six 
films ranging from The 
Wolverine’s high octane ac¬ 
tion and the high notes of 
Les Miserables to the high 
comedy of Movie 43. 

It seems apt that he’ll al¬ 
so soon be starring in The 
Greatest Showman on 
Earth because he can do it 
all — in between action 
movies he can out-sing-and- 
dance anyone on the cir¬ 
cuit — but it wasn’t always 


that way. 

“When 1 started acting 1 
was the dunce of the class,” 
he says. 

Success in school, he 
says, came because of his 
work ethic, a trait he 
picked up from his father. 

“He never took one day 
off in his life,” he says. 
“Now, he had five kids he 
was bringing up on his 
own. If anyone deserved a 
day off it was my old man, 
but he never did. 1 learned 
that from him. 

“There’s always that 
feeling of, T have to work 
harder than everybody 
else. I’m not bom Phillip 
Se 3 miour Hoffman. I’ve got 
to just work harder and I’m 


prepared to do it.” 

Being the youngest of 
five children also con¬ 
tributed to his outlook. “1 
always wanted to do stuff 
and not be left out,” he 
says, but adds, “1 was quite 
a fearful kid, which 1 hated. 

“I’ve always had a fear of 
fear. It’s a weird to think 
back now but drama 
school, it is a pressure kind 
of situation. People get 
kicked out of drama school. 
You are constantly being 
judged on how you are do¬ 
ing, are you progressing, 
are you not. 

“Almost everyday you 
had to get up and do a 
monologue. Sing a song. 
Do it in front of everybody. 


“1 noticed 1 was always 
first. 1 never wanted to sit 
there waiting. 

“Pm not sa 5 dng that out 
of courage. It was too un¬ 
comfortable to sit, stewing. 
1 don’t think I’ve told any¬ 
one else that.” 

Later, fear of unemploy¬ 
ment pushed him to ex¬ 
pand his talents. 

“When 1 came out of 
drama school 1 was like, 
T’m going to do an 3 thing 1 
can just to keep working.’ 
In drama school you do 
Shakespeare to movement 
to circus skills to singing all 
in one morning. 1 know a 
lot of people hated it but 1 
reveled in it. 1 loved it. It’s 
weird how it evolved.” 


Sugar Ray Leonard: What’s 
your best punch? 

Ned Ehrbar: Um... 

SRL: Show me your guard. 
[Ned stands up, puts up his 
fists.] You’re a southpaw? 

NE: No, I’m right-handed. 
[Ned switches position.] 

SRL: Stand your regular way. 
OK, OK. Now Jab. [Ned 
punches.] 

No, Jab. [Ned punches 
again.] That’s your right 
hand. You’re supposed to 
Jab with your left. 

NE: Oh, right. [Ned

The Edmonton Eskimos 
would love to spoil the par¬ 
ty. 

Beating the B.C. Lions in 
Friday’s opening CEL game 
at the newly renovated BC 
Place Stadium would be a 
perfect way for the Eskimos 
to steer themselves back on 
course, says quarterback 
Ricky Ray. 

“We have one goal here,” 
Ray said Thursday after the 
Esldmos became the first 
team to drop their gear in 
the new visitors dressing 
room. “It’s not to come and 
check out the new stadium 
and see how the roof opens 
and closes. 

“Our goal is to come 
here and win.” 

Outspoken Lions nickel 
back Korey Banks said it 
makes sense that the Eski¬ 
mos want to play spoiler. 

“We are the underdogs,” 
Banks said with a straight 
face. “We are only 6-6. 

“It’s going to be an upset 
if we beat them. We’re not 
the team to beat.” 

The Lions and Eskimos 
are teams headed in oppo¬ 
site directions. 

B.C. started the season 0- 
5 but have won five straight 
games and six of their last 


seven to improve to 6-6. 

A stifling Lions defence 
has allowed no touchdowns 
in four of the last five 
games and the offence has 
outscored the opposition 
208-88 over the last seven 
matches. 

Quarterback Travis Lulay 


said the Lions have lost the 
element of surprise. 

“I don’t think we can 
sneak up on anybody,” said 
Lulay, who has thrown for 
1,404 yards in his last five 
games. 

“Teams are aware of 
what we’ve done lately. We 


expect a great effort from 
these guys. It’s a game that 
is as important to them as it 
is to us.
